PROBLEM PER MINUTE. 


Believes Security Deals No Con- 
dern of Public; Discusses 
Beneficent Railway 
Combines, 

Edward i. Harriman, “feeling fine,” 
passed rapidly through Chicago yesterday 


afternoon, bound for New York, to plunge 


once more into the whirl of his enormous 
husiness affairs. Instead of seeking to lay 
aside responsibilities, he is preparing to take 
upon himself greater endeavors. 

Hit long vacation ended, and with recuper- 
ated health, his active mind once more has 
seized upon the vital problems of the day, 
and during his brief stay in the city he con- 
versed upon many live topics of the day, ex- 
pressing characteristic and impressive ideas 
upon every subject. He declared his ap- 
proval of the policy ot economical expend- 
itures already announced by the Taft ad- 
ministration, and recommended that the peo- 
ple of this chuntry turn their attention to the 
regulation of the government: and insisted 
that the wasteful expenditures of the people’s 
money should cease. 


I. C. Electrification a “Luxury.” 

He was not enthusiastic about the proposed 
electrification of the Illinois Central. de- 
claring it to be a luxury which must wait 
unless the taxpayers of Chicago are prepared 
to stand hait the cost. He believes in gov- 
ernment regulation of railroads, and in the 
next breath deprecated the suggestion of 
any interférence with the free issuance of 
securities, saying the issuance of securities 
was no concern of the public, providing 
they are rightly used and take nothing out of 
the public." 

Mr. Harriman proclaimed: his belief in a 
protective tariff, but thought that great 
harm was done by the failure of the last ad- 
ministration to put through congress meas- 
ures for proper revision. Of former Presi- 
dent Roosevelt he would not talk at all, al- 
though questions along that line seemed to 
turn his thoughts to the future business out- 
look, and he expressed the opinion that 
“things are looking up. 

The wastefulness of the government ex- 
penditures—and he included national, state. 
and municipal in his denunciation—was the 
theme closest to his heart. 
‘to see an as tation etart agen oh in 


tion toward the regulation of the govern- 
ment; let them insist that public officials 
shall wisely expend the incomes which they 
now have rather than this constant seeking 
for larger revenue.” 


Officials Besiege Him. 
Not a moment of his time was wasted by 


Mr. Harriman during his short sojourn in 


the city. In fact, his whole trip from the 
Pacific coast has been marked by a series 
of conferences with officials of his road and 
other business associates. J. C. Stubbs and 
E. O. McCormick, two of his chief lieuten- 
ants in Chicago, met him at Clinton, Ia., and 
came through to the city with bim. 

J. T.. Harahan, president of the Illinois 
Central, went out to Rockwell street and 
walked down the tracks -to the switching 
tower at Western avenue, where the Harri- 
man special was switched to the Michigan 
Central tracks under the supervision of the 
general superintendents of the Chicago and 
Northwestern and the Michigan Central rail- 
roads. There he, too, boarded the Arden, 
and waited his turn fora conference with his 
chief. At the station President A. J. Earling 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul was 
waiting for a word with the railroad mag- 
nate, but had to bide his time until Mr. 
Harriman had finished his talk with the 
other railroad men. 

He finally succeeded in getting about two 
minutes’ donversation just. before the special 
pulled out for New York at 4:27, which was 
just exactly one hour from the time the stop 
was made at Western avenue. 


Hartiman Welcomes the Press. 

Mr. Harriman received the newspaper re- 
porters in the observation compartment of 
his private car and after shaking hands cor- 
dially all around and inviting them to be seat- 
ed asked affably, Well, boys, what is the 
first question? 

“In the first place, how are you feeling, 
Mr. Hatriman? Is there any truth in the 
frequent reports that you are about to retire 
from active work?“ 

Don't pay any attention to such talk. I 
don’t myself and it is not worth denying."’ 

In reply to a number of questione, Mr. Har- 
riman carefully explained his attitude in re- 
gard to railway consolidations. He expressed 
regret that there was not a stenographer 
present to take his remarks verbatim, say- 
ing he was giad to talk to the newspapers 
now and pleased to observe that they were 
understanding him better, but that he had 
often been misunderstood, 


Explains Consolidation Idea. 

Asked just what he meant by his remarks 
in Denver the first of the week, in which he 
said he wuld like to consolidate all the 
roads under one head if the government 
would permit, he said: 

“ All my talks on that subject have been 
misconstrued. I said in Denver, as I have 
often said before, that the stronger roads 
ought to be allowed to help the weaker lines 
by taking them over end effecting the im- 
provements and operating economies that 
can only be accomplished by bringing them 
undér one management. At present railway 
men are prohibited by law from making 
such consolidations where the roads are 
parallel and competing. 

“The Sherman law prohibits combination 
and literally enforced would even prevent 
many conferences necessary for sec 
united action. I bélieve the law ought to 
be amended to permit advantageous consoll- 
dations, in the case of parallel or com - 
peting lies, of course, with the proper safe-

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SCULPTOR 10 LEAVE BRIDE 


Otto Burchard Jahn Going to 
Berlin, Wife Staying Here. 


Lack of Demand for Art in Chicago 
Shatters Romance. 


A slump in the demand for samples of the 
sculptor’s art in Chicago has wrecked an- 
other international romance. 

Otto Burchard Jahn, far famed as a chisel- 
er of stone, and his wife, formerly Miss Flor- 
entine Mario St. von Massow, whose ro- 
mantic marriage here last December was 
the talk of Chicago society and German 
court circles, have agreed upon a separation. 
Prof. Jahn will leave for Berlin within 3 
fortnight. Mrs. Jahn will remain in Chicago. 

The Berlin sculptor told friends recently 

that when he came to Chicago four months 
ago he had been led to believe there was an 
enormous demand here for works of art in 
marble. He said such representations were 
made to him by his wife while she was his 
pupil, prior to their marriage. 
Miss von Massow studied sculpture in 
Berlin under the famous teacher twenty- 
five years ago, and a strong affection de- 
veloped. Families of both objected to a 
match and efforts to separate the two suc- 
ceeded. It was represented to Prof. Jahn 
that Miss von Massow had’ married in 
America. Shortly afterward he married. 


Follows Pupil After Years. 


Last year he learned his former pupil never 
had married, that her affection had endured 
through the years. Early in December he 
came to Chicago with his 15 year old son, 
Walter, and two weeks later the marriage 
took place at the Hyde Park Baptist church, 
the Rev. C. R. Henderson officiating. 

The Jahns leased a beautiful home at 5216 
Greenwood avenue. Prof. Jahn's studio was 
fitted up in elaborate fashion, and Mrs. Jahn 
announced that she would take a limited 
number of French and German pupils. 

It is satisfying to be united in this strange 
way in the autumn of life, after being sep- 
arated through life’s springtime,” said Mrs. 
Jahn when the new home was opened. Mr. 
Jahn is 49 and I am no longer young. We 
were kept apart by our relatives, but we are 
happy now.” 7 

But the sculptor could not get pupils and 
the dream of a happy home circle, where art 
was enshrined on a pedestal, quickly faded. 

Mrs. Jahn and a young pupil were found 
struggling with sibilants and gutturals yes- 
terday afternoon. 


Wife Explains Separation. 

“Yes, Mr. Jahn is going away and I am 
going to stay here,” she said. “ He cannot 
get work here. and so he is going back to 

Berlin. I don't know whether che will go 
tomorrow or the next day. 

I have rented this house 
for three years, and I have many pupils who 
need me here.

AIR SEX SPECIAL TRIED OUT 


Thousands of Women Ride Ex- 


clusive Cars in Gotham Subway. 


Many Timid Ones, However, Fear 
**Rear End Collision.“ 


New York, March 31.— [Special. Every 
train from Hoboken between 7 o'clock and 9 
o'clock in the Hudson tunnels this morning 
and every train from Twenty-third street 
between 4:30 o’clock and 7 o’clock in the 
evening carried a rear car exclusively for 
women and children. 

Nearly 2,000 women coming over to Man- 
hattan in the morning and nearly 2,500 going 
back in the afternoon availed themselves of 
the privilege. President McAdoo was much 
pleased by the way the plan worked out the 
first day and most of the women seemed 
pleased, also. 

After the Women’s Municipal league had 
asked the Interborough management to re- 
serve the rear car of all subway trains for 
women, and had been politely laughed at, the 
league took its case to the public service com- 
mission, which asked the subway company 
to show cause why such an arrangement 
should not be made. 


Volunteers to Start Plan. 

In the meantime McAdoo seized upon the 
idea and voluntarily agreed to put the plan 
in operation in the Hudson tunnels. The 
public service commission received today 
from the subway management a letter offer- 
ing to run the women’s cars if the commis - 
sion saw fit to ask it to do so. The matter 
will be considered at Friday’s meeting of the 
commission. 

While McAdoo was pleased at the working 
of the plan today, he acknowledged that, of 
course, its permanency would depend upon 
its further test. Notices posted in the Hud- 
son cars announced that the management 
reserved the right to stop the plan if it did 
not work out satisfactorily. Every effort 
was made to make it easy for patrons of the 
line to accommodate themselves to the new 


order of things. 


How They Told About It. 

Announcers with robust voices told every- 
body entering the stations about the innova- 
tion. They shouted: Rear car for women! 
The rear car on each train borea placard an- 
nouncing boldly that it was reserved ex- 
clusively for women.” The train guards in- 
formed the passengers that the rear car was 
for women. 

Beyond this, porters with red caps abound- 
ed whose sole duty was to pilot the women to 
the rear cars. There guards and other em- 
ployés directed by the officers of the com- 

pany persuasively turned thoughtless or 
overbrave men away from the exclusive 
coach. 

Of course, the company cannot put men off 
these cars, but the managers anticipate no 
trouble from the men when the arrangement 
is better understood and gets into working or- 
der. There were one or two men today who 
wanted to know, in the customary high and 
mighty way, if their money wasn't as good as 
women's, and if any corporation had the 
right to tell them where they should sit, but 
for the most part the men fied from the ex- 


clusive precincts. °

10 WILITARY PRISON BURNS 


800 of the Army’s Convicts Res- 
cued at Fort Taarenwortli. 


Soldiers Guard Stockade Where Men 
Are Placed Temporarily. 


e Kas., April 1, 8 p. m.—[Spe- 
cial.)—The military prison at Fort Lea ven- 
worth wag partially destroyed by fire at mid - 
night last night. The 800 prisoners all were 
taken from the main building ag soon as the 
fire reached it and none was injured. 

The convicts were confined ih a stockade 
under the guard of United States troops. 
None of them, 80 far as is known, succeeded 
in gaining his liberty during the transfer to 
the stockade. Maj. R. W. McClaughry, for- 
mer chief of police of Chicago, now warden 
of the federal prison, took charge of the 
transfer. 


cooled sufficiently to allew half of the pris- 
oners to return. The others Will be taken 
to the federal prison, two nn away, at 
daylight. 

Two Soldiers Are Injured. 

Two of the federal soldiers who were 
fighting the fire were injured. The property 
loss on the buildings is estimated at $200,000, 

The fire was first discovered at 10 o’clock 
last night in the tallor shop. It soon spread 
to the shoe shop and the blacksmith estab- 
lishment. Lack of water pressure pre- 
‘vented all hope of saving even the main 
building, and it was decided to move the in- 
mates. 

Long before this, however, the convicts had 
seen the flames and, fearing they would be 
burned to death, they batterc. In the bars of 
their cells and screamed in terror. | 

As soon as several companies of soldiers, 
including cavalrymen, had gotten under 
arms, a strong cordon was thrown about 
the prison and the delivery of the prisoners 
began. 

Sick Are Removed. First. 

The sick were removed first, placed in am- 
bulances, and taken to the Fort Leaven- 
worth hospital under guard of cavalry. The 
records were removed from the administra- 
tion building. Then the general order was 
given for taking out all in the building, 

When the bolts of the cellhouse doors were 
shot back the flames had reached the main 
building. If everything had not been done 
in perfect order lives doubtiess would have 
been lost. "4 it was, strict military disci.

Soldiers with leveled weapon faced the 
convicts as they were marched out. They 
had been previously warned that the slight- 
est belligerent move would mean death. 

* Shoot them down in their tracks. com 
manded the officers, “ if they don't keep in 
line. The first man that tries to escape 
dies.” 

The great show of force effectually awed 
the prisoners and they meekly followed their 
heavily armed guards to the stogkade.

‘TARIFF REVISION. 


Republicans Agree on Com- 
promise Setting April 10 
as Voting Day. 


MANN TALKS OE PAPER. 


Stop be Insurgents’ ” Pol- 
icy of Delay. 


The Payne tariff bill probably will be voted 
upon on April 10. This is expected-as a 
result of a compromise between the various 
factions of the Republicans providing for 
the bringing into the house on Monday of 
‘a rule limiting debates to make voting at 
that time possible. It is understood the rule 
will provide for committee amendments and 
the opening of the lumber, tea, and coffee 


_ articles on the free list. It may be pos- 
sible that hides will be included for consid- 
eration. It probably will provide for the 
reading of the measure under the five min- 
ute rule.

President Taft Gets Compromise. 
President Taft's personal force had much 
to do with the compromise as to the time to 


ure. The standpatters were persuaded by 
him to accede to the wishes of those who 
have opposed any gag rule which would 
prevent a vote on certain important sched- 
ules. The ways and means committee has 
agreed to submit amendments to the bill 
which will keep tea on the free list, strike 
out the countervailing duty on coffee, and 
make the rate on barley 25 cents a bushel. 

Fears that the senzte will not make 
changes in the bill which they desire is the 
main reason certain Republican representa- 
tives are holding out for a rule which will 
permit longer debates. They have forced the 
„ standpatters to permit the discussion for 
amendments of the paragraphs on hides and 
lumber. They may grant the same permis- 
sion with a regulation as to the reciprocity 
clause on bituminous coal and the paragraph 
which places iron ore on the free list. 

The tactics of the “ insurgents are wor- 
rying the house leaders to even a greater 
@egree than they are willing to admit, and 
to bring these recalcitrants into line, it 
is said, President Taft's aid has been sought. 
It has been represented to Mr. Taft that the 
insurgents are not living up to the letter of 
the verbal agreement they made with him 
at the time of the fight against the house 
rules. At that time the “insurgents” are 
gaid to have pledged themselves not to oppose 
the tariff bill if the president would agree to 
keep his hands off the fight to revise the 
rules. Now the house leaders claim the in- 
surgents are not only opposing the bill, but 
are making combinations with the Demo- 
crats to the extent of threatening the ef- 
fectiveness of the measure. 


Mann Discusses Wood Pulp. 
Representative Mann of Illinois was one 
af the leacing speakers on the Payne bill in 
the house today. He took as his theme the 


and paper On a long table placed im- 
mediately in front of the speaker's desk. Mr. 
Mann had arranged various samples of mate- 
rials used in the papermaking business. He 
delivered an Illustrated lecture and showed 
that the reduction of the tariff on wood pulp 
in the Payne bill would not injure the opera- 
tion of any of the American paper manu- 
factories. 

As chairman of the special eommittee to 
investigate wood pulp and paper manu- 
facturing, Congressman Mann practically 
wrote the wood pulp schedule for the Payne 
bill, in which there is a reduction from $6 
per ton to $2 per ton. He told of the work 
of the special committee in examining over 
forty paper mills in the United States and 
Canada and visiting numerous large forests. 

In discussing the conservation feature of 
the pulp wood product of this country, Mr. 
Mann told the age of the tree which each 
block represented and stated that few if any 
paper manufacturers realized the great age 
which the trees they are using has attained. 
Mr. Mann found trees with a diameter no 
greater than seven inches to have an age of 
154 years. White spruce trees from Min- 
nesota scarcely an inch in diameter were 
found to be 49 years old. 

Papermakers have proceeded on the 
theory that wood would come to them. like 
manna from the heavens,” said Mr. Mann. 
It would take fifty years to regrow a forest 
which I saw in Pennsylvania, to make the 
spruce trees sufficient in size for soda pulp.“ 


Canadian Production No Cheaper. 

The cost of the production of paper in 
Canada and the United States, Mr. Mann 
demonstrated by figures which had been com- 
piled at the census office from questions sent 
to large paper manufacturers. The statistics 
showed that the labor cost of production of 
a ton of paper is more in Canada than in the 
United States. The cost of producing a ton 
of paper at the mills of the International 
Paper company was shown to be $33.42 per 
ton. At the Booth mill in Ontario the cost 
was proved to be $34.11 per ton. Mr. Mann 
asserted. that had the International Paper 
its own 
products, that it might escape transporta- 
tion and other charges. it would be possible 
to manufacture 1 ton of paper for $29.83. 
In Canada, under the same conditions, the 
cost would be about the same. * 
“In the belief of the special committee,” 
said Mr. Mafia, the proposition which we 
present in the Payne bill will not injure a 
single American mill run as it should be. and 
will not transfer the paper making industry 
to Canada. It gives the Canadian paper and 
pulp mille better markets. it is true. but the 
time never will come when it will be possible 
to make paper as cheaply there as here. 
“ Every piece of machinery in Canada. 
which comes from the United States. must 
pay a tariff of from 30 to 40 per cent, and 
the cost of its installation is greater than in 
this country. It is possible, of course. that 
a large share of the pulp making may be

He quoted 
from testimony of representatives of those 
companies under oath before the Mann com- 
mittee, in which it was stated they knew of 
no agreement or unders ing among them 
fixing prices, and yet, he said, both com- 
panies pleaded gullty to indictments charg- 
ing them with unlawful combination in re- 
straint of trade during the period beginning 
Sept. 19. 1906, and paid ines of $2,000 each. 
Mr. Rothermei maintained that so long as the 
fines were so small it would result in placing a 
premium on wrongdoing and also be consid- 
ered a good investment on the part of the 
law breaker. 

The provision of the Payne bill widening 
the Scope of the drawback system was sup- 
ported by Mr. Lovering of Massachusetts. 
He took issue with Mr. Underwood of Ala- 
bama on the subject and denied that such a 
law operated against the American laboring 
man. 

The principal criticism whieh Mr. Monden 
of Wyoming had to the bill was against the 
coal schedule He made an urgent plea for 
the abolition of the reciprocity arrangement 
on coal, and incidentally argued for protection 
on wool and hides.

He believed that such 
a bureau would be of great assistance to him 
in the application of the maximum and mini- 
mum principle of the Payne bill in the ne- 
gotiation of foreign trade agreements, as well 
as in furnishing detailed information to con- 
gress and to the White house on various 
tariff questions as they arise. 

To remedy the objections which they make 
to.the extended drawback privileges of the 
Payne tariff bill, the Republican representa- 
tives from the wheat growing states of the 
west have submitted to the ways and means 
committee an amendment in the nature of an 
additional provision to the drawback section 
of the new Dill.

The ways and means committee has not 
touched the tariff on raw sugar, or on any 
of the low grade sugars technically known as 
being below No. 16 Dutch standard. During 
the fiscal year of 1906 we imported for con- 
sumption the enormous quantity of 3,726,- 
839,201 pounds of cane and bet sugar, all of 
it below the technical grade of No. 16 Dutch 
standard. This sugar supply of the raw ma- 
terial for one year amounted to $85,022,631 in 
import value. 

The duty on this raw or partially refined 
sugar is assessed by polariscope test at so 
‘much for each degree. It averages from 36 
per cent to 95 per cent ad valorem. The re- 
sult is that during that fiscal year we find 
the government received in the way of cus- 
toms duties on this grade of raw, or par- 
tially refined, sugar 352.282.041, which was a 
substantial sum toward payment of the gov- 
ernment's expenses, and is in effect the 
largest single item of customs receipts on the 
schedule. 


Make Things Easier for the Trust. 

It has been stated the ways and means 
committee in its wisdom did not reduce the 
duties on this raw or low grade sugar at all. 
They remain in the new law as in the old one, 
furnishing ample protection to the American 
sugar grower. What the committee did was 
to make things easier for the trust. 

At the present time, sugar from the Philip- 
pine islands pays 75 per cent of the Dingley 
rates. Under the new law sugar from the 
islands would be admitted free until the 
amount reaches 300,000 gross tons. That is 
a good deal of sugar. This large amount of 
raw material the trust is enabled to secure 
free of duty under the new law. 

One would think in return for this conces- 


product would be cut down. It is reduced to 
the extent of one-twentieth of a cent per 
pound, and this is all the country gets to 
compensate the consumers for the admission 
free of. 300,000 tons of raw material of the 
sugar trust. 

Cutting down the duty on refined sugar 
would not cut off any revenue, because the 
importations now are only a nominal amount, 
the total duty receipts during the fiscal year 
of 1906 being only $123,115, a sum so small 
in. comparison with the large amount re- 
ceived from raw sugar that-the duty on the 
refined product may be considered, as it 
really is, absolutely prohibitive. 


Laughed at Women’s Rebellion. 

It is well known to the leaders of the ways 
and means combination that if the members 
of the house were compelled to go on record 
on the sugar schedule, they would leave the 
rates on raw material just where they are 
and would cut down the duty on the refined 
product, thus reducing the profits of the trust 
and probably reducing the retail price of 
sugar throughout the country. 

When the women of the country first began 
their rebellion against the proposed increase 
on cotton hosiery, the members of the house 
laughed. Chairman Payne was particularly 
scornful. He tnsisted that the women would 
have to buy stockings anyway, but from that 
day to this has advanced no satisfactory 
reason for the suspicious advance in duty 
on this one article out of a whole schedule. 
The chances are that the increase, if it goes 
through, will cut the revenue from cotton 
stockings in two, and yet the committee has 
made no apparent effort to compensate the 
government for certain loss on hosiery, 


The effect of the treatment of the hosiery 
paragraph by advancing the rates would 
almost certainly be to cut the revenue down 
to the same figuree as are shown by other 
paragraphs of the cotton schedule, where the 
duty has been made so high as to practically 
cut off all importation.

Bill for Government Fight 
on Disease. 


Washington, D. C., March 31.—Representa- 
tive Sterling of Hünois has introduced a bill 
establishing a bureau under government su- 
rervision for the investigation of pulmonary 
tuberculosis under the head of the depart- 
i ment of commerce and labor.

FORHIGHERWAGES 


Building Trades Choose April 
1 Instead of May 1 to 
Start Trouble. 


OTHER WALKOUTS LIKELY 


Wholesale Grocery Employes 
May Follow Sprague-Warner 
Men Who Quit Yesterday, 


A general disturbance in the building in- 
dustry and several other lines of business 
occurred yesterday as a result of the refusal 
en the part of employers to grant increased 
gages and a reduction in the hours of work. 
This morning more than 3,000 men, a major- 

ity of them building trades workers, will be 
gut on strike, 

The most serious dispute is that between 
the steamfitters and helpers and their em- 

yers over increased wages. The steam- 

ers and helpers’ unions met last evening 
and voted unanimously to strike this morn- 
ing. The meeting of the journeymen was 
held at 145 Randolph street and that of the 
helpers at 200 Washington street. More than 
1,000 men are involved. 

Members of the Electrical Workers’ union, 
more than 1,000 in number, practically went 
on strike in the afternoon, and this morning 
every electrical job in the city where the 
employers have failed to sign the few scale 
of 85.50 a day demanded by the union will 
be tied up. In addition to these trades in 
the building industry, more than 400 tile 
layers and glaziers have been out on strike 
since March. 1. 


Another Strike Imminent. 

A strike of sheet metal workers hangs in 
the balance. A meeting of a committee of the 
union with the employers was held in, the 
efternoon. After some discussion of the ques- 
tion of an advance in wages demanded by 
the men the meeting adjourned until temor- 
tow. The probabilities are that the adjourn- 
ment was obtained by the employers in or- 
der to prevent a. strike on the part of the 
sheet metal workers this morning. As wag 
the case with the other unions, the sheet met- 
al workers agreement expired last evening, 
The men ask for an increase from $4.50 to 35 
@ day. 

A strike of grocery employés in the whole- 

sale house of Sprague, Warner & Co. oc- 
curred in the morning and last evening sev- 
enty-five journeymen tailors struck for an in- 
crease of from 5 to 10 per cent in Wages. The 
tailors on strike were employed by six down- 
town custom tailoring firms. 
„The steamfitters and helpers held one of 
the largest meetings in the history of the or- 
ganizations. The journeymen originally de- 
manded an increase from $4.75 to $6 a day. 
They later came down to $5.70 and at the 
strike meeting it was agreed not to return to 
work unless the employers signed up on the 
basis of $5.60 a day. This is at the rate of 
cents an hour. 


Fear for Building Boom. 

The helpers demand an increase from $2.40 
to $3 a day. Employers will meet commit- 
tees from both unions this afternoon in an 
effort to arrive at a settlement of the dispute. 
Should the strikes be prolonged the employers 
fear the present boom in the building indus- 
try will receive a serious setback: 

Several electrical contractors, including the 
city, have agreed to pay the advance de- 
manded by the Electrical Workers’ union, 
and-their work will continue uninterrupted. 
There are about 1,400 members in the Elec- 
trical Workers’ union, and it is estimated 
that more than 400 of them will receive the 
new scale from today. The expired scale 
called for day. 

Officials the’ union. have notified the 
members of the Electrical Contractors asso- 
¢iation that if they sign the new scale today 
they will be given a respite until July 1 be- 

fore having to pay the advanted rate of 
wages. All contractors in the associa- 
tion will be asked to pay the advance from 
April 1. : . > 
The chances are that negotiations for peace 
Will be opened the ‘first thing this. morning, 
and it is probable that the strike of elec- 
triclans will end within a day or two. 


Discharge Causes Walkout. 


The walkout at Sprague, Warner & Co.'s 
establishment was precipitated by the 
discharge of William Lindahl, a union man, 
whom officials of the con§fpany objected to 
on the ground that he was a union agita- 

r.“ 


After Lindahl was discharged about 170 
men, including 40 nonunion men, quit work 
and walked out on strike. At the request 
of officials of the company a dozen police- 
men, headed by Capt. Danner, were sent to 
the strike bound grocery house. There was 
no violence, however, and when the police 
arrived oh the scene the strikers had dis- 
persed. 

Following the walkout a special joint meet- 
ing was called of the Merchants’ exchange 
and a committee of the Wholesale Grocery 
Employés’ union. The meeting was held in 
the rooms of the exchange, 55 State street. 
It was decided to call another special meet- 
ing this morning to take up the entire 
question of, he discharge of Lindahl and the 
demand for a reduction in hours. A demand 
Was made upon Business Agent Gilchrist of 
the union to order Sprague, Warner & Co.'s 
employés back to work, pending the out- 
come of the negotiations at today’s meet- 


Business Agent Refuses. 


This. Gilchrist refused to do. He prom- 
ised, however, to refrain from calling out

the union employés in other grocery houses 


until it was evident that further negotia- 


tions would be fruitless of results. During 
me progress of negotiations with the Mer- 


chants’ exchange to the strikers will 
be held in reserve at Yondorf's hall, Halsted 
and Van Buren streets, the headquarters 
of the union. 

Officiais of the Merchants’ exchange, of 
which Sprague, Warner & Co. are members, 
said it was a technical error to discharge 
Lindahl, as the union agreement under which 
all union grocery employés are working was 
made with the — oe and not with of- 
ficials of individual concerns.

SUBSTITUTE FOR PLATINUM. 


— 


Men Who Say they Backed It Accuse 
Promoter of Conspiracy. 


On top of his marital troubles, Charles J. 


Dannenbaum, a broker, living at the Annex, 


Was arrested last night on a charge of con- 
spiracy to obtain money. by false pretenses. 
The amount involved is alleged to be $13,000. 
Charles H. Thompson and L. G. Erhardt are 
the complainants in the case. 

A warrant also was issued for the arrest of 
Dr. J. Rawson Pennington of the Frances 
Willard hospital staff, but the police did not 
serve it. Tt was said that Dr. Pennington was 
out of the city. 

Broker Dannenbaum was taken to the resi- 
dence of Judge Bruggemeyer, where he gave 
bonds in the sum of $25,000 for appearance 
at the Harrison street court this morning. 
Charles Olson, a real estate dealer, became 
his surety. 

Dannenbaum declared to Detectives Reed 
and Magner, who arrested him, that he could 
disprove the charge when given a hearing. 
The arrest, he said, was unwarranted, and 
Dr. Pennington, he asserted, was equally as 
innocent. e 

“We will have our inning in court,“ said 
Dannenbaum. “ There is absolutely nothing 
to the case.”’ 

Had Platinum Substitute? 

According to the police version of the mat- 
ter, Dannenbaum and Dr. Pennington sold 
stock in a company which was to manu- 
facture a metal that would take the place of 
platinum. 6. 

This metal, which is largely used In tele- 
phone and electric appliances, is more valu- 
able than gold, and the substitute that was to 
take its place, it was represented, could be 
manufactured at small cost. 

Mr. Thompson and Mr. Erhardt, it is al- 
leged. purchased $13,000 worth of stock in the 
compahy that was to manufacture the sub- 
stitute metal. They now say the scheme is 
not feasible—that the substitute metal will 
cost as much to produce as platinum. 

For that reason they allege the stock which 
they bought is worthless. According to the 
warrants, Erhardt invest $10,000 and 
Thompson $3,000. : 

Accused Wife; She Rejoined. 

Dannenbaum sued his wifé for divorce last 
December, charging among other things that 
she was in the habit of beating him and that 
she once tried to kill him by gas asphyxia- 
tion. The wife filed a cross suit, and after 
a hearing in Judge Barnes’ court, both bills 
were dismissed. Recently Mrs. Dannenbaum 
caused the arrest of her husband for aban- 
donment. She lives at the Vincennes hotel. 

Dannenbaum testified in his divorce case 
that his wife was so jealous that he could 
not live with her. ,

For instance, if the company 
agrees to pay 6 per cent interest on its obli- 
gations it can get more money for use than 
if they were sold for less on a 4.per cent in- 
terest basis.“ 


Cites Alton Deal as Proof. 

To explain his point that the flotation of 
securities at low prices is justified providing 
the property is improved thereby, Mr. Harri- 
man used as an illustration the famous Alton 
deal, for which he has been condemned by 
many critics, and which he declared had re- 
suited in the improvement instead of the 
wrecking of the road. 

Just look at the Alton,“ he said. ‘ All 
ators to the contrary notwithstanding, the 
Alton is the best road in Illinois today. It 


at two-thirds of its original cost, and it is 
still solvent, more so than many other roads, 
and is paying dividends.” 


Two Sides to Regulation. 

Pursuing the subject of regulation further 
Mr. Harriman said he believed in govern- 
ment regulation, if accompanied by protec- 
tion as well, but thought that turn about 
‘was fair play; that if the governnient was 
to regulate the corporations, the people 
ought to regulate the government, and that 
there ought to be less thought of political 
success than of what is right. 

“It is up to the people now to regulate 
the government and let the corporations 
alone for a While,“ he continued. The gov- 
ernment’ is always trying to raise more 
money before learning how to spend it. The 
best way for a government to increase its 
income is to reduce its expenditure. The 
railroads could do much better to make 
both ends meet if they didn’t have to waste 
go much money for regulation, and it is 
the people’s money that is being wasted 
after all. The people ought to demand some 
adjustment between expenditures and in- 
come, as they now stand, instead of trying 
to discover new ways of taxation.“ 


Revision Too Long Delayed. 

This naturally led to the subject of tariff 
revision, which Harriman declined to dis- 
cuss except in a general way. He said that 
a complete tariff. revision meant a big busi- 
ness upheaval and the problem should have 
been attacked before it became acute. He 
also intimated the entire question of Dusi- 
ness combinations, currency reforms, and 
other large subjects had been too long neg- 
lected and that this neglect had culminated 
in the recent business depression. 

„If former administrations had approached 
these problems sooner,’’ argued Mr. Harri- 
man, the Landis decision might have been 
avoided, all these big prosecutions might 
have been unnecessary, and the country 
would now be going along swimmingly.” 

By this he said he did not to criti- 
cise Roosevelt and that he had ‘never done so. 


Economy and Regulgtion. 

„How do you think economies in govern- 
ment administration ought to be accom- 
plished?” he was asked. Where do you 
see the greatest opportunity for economy?” 

„In everything,“ was the quick answer. 
„Ot a railroad I should say reduce the cost 
per ton per mile, and that rule ought to 
apply as well to governments aa to rail 
roads.“ f 

„How far then, in your opinion, ought 
government regulation go? 

I have explained that. I believe in regu- 
lation, but not in the one sided regulation. 
If the government is to regulate corporations 
by law, it ought also to provide some pro- 
tectign for them by law. I have alwaye be- 
| HMeved in regulation, but I believe also in 
combination, and the Sherman law ought 
to be amended by eliminating the prohibition 
of the combination of parallel and compet- 
ing Unes.“ 

Strong for State’s Rights. 

Do you believe in regulation by the states 
or in a centralization of the regulating body?“ 

Well, I have always been a pretty strong 
states’ rights fellow myself. Each state 
ought to regulate its own affairs, but they 
do sometimes overlap.“

It didn’t bust the New York Central, 
did u? was suggested, 

“Well, as I said, we have only the pre- 
Uminary reports here, but has the New York 
Central electrification project proved a com- 
plete success? That is not finished by a good 
deal and the situation there is different. They 
had to electrify because of the tunnel, whieh . 
we have not got. I don’t want to talk against 
electrification. Luxuries come high, but I 
suppose we will have to have it.“ 

Mr. Harriman spoke enthusiastically of 
Mexico and, the southwest, saying: 

That is a great country and I have had 
a wonderful trip, I wish I could tell you all 
about it. I am feeling fine; better than for 
severaLyears, but a case of ptomaine poison- 
ing has caused me a great deal of discomfort 
all winter.

Have you ever had ptomaine 
poisoning?’ he asked as if looking for sym- 
pathy.

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FIX MILK PRICE; NO CHANGE 


Producers Agree on Schedule of 
Charges for Five Months. 


BETTER QUALITY PROMISED. 


Members of Protective Association De- 
cide to Issue a Paper. 


Independent milk produpers have framed 
up a schedule of prices fer the coming five 
months, which precludes the possibility of 
any advance in retail prices for the present. 

Beside fixing the price for the next five 
months, the dairymen have pledged them- 
selves to give to Chicago a better grade of 
milk than is delivered to any other city in 
the country. 

At a meeting ot the dirsctors of the Milk 
Producers’ Protective association yester- 
day afternoon the following schedule of 


May, 95 cents; June, 90 cents, these prices 
being the same as prevailed last year. The 
price for July will be $1.10, and for August 
and September, $1.20, these prices being 10 
cents a can higher than thoge of last year. 
The basis for the contracts is the price paid 
by the big companies, which bottle their 
milk in the country. During the winter $3.25 
to §1.85 a can has been by the retailers.

Wants Drunks““ Permitted on Holi- 
days and Then Some. 


Springfield, III., March 31.—[Special.]—Al- 
though an effort was made to mitigate the 
rigors of the anti-souse bill, it will be 
reported unfavorably to the house, and if it 
succeeds in becoming a part of the law of 
Illinois it will be because its originator, Rep- 
resentative J. Groves, can rescue it from the 
umfavorable committee report. 

r. Groves may make such an effort when 
the bill comes back to the house with the 
committee gecommendation that it do not 
pass tied to it, He is being urged, to at- 
tempt the ‘salvation of his measure which 
prohibits the marriage of habitual drunkards. 

Limits Number of “Drunks.” 

The measure would not be considered such 
a severe blow at the bill of rights if it did 
not define a habitual drunkard as a man who 
comes noticeably under the influence of 
Hquor as often as twice a year. 

When it was taken up in committee this 
afternoon a series of amendments were of- 
fered by Representative Hruby of Chicago. 


They sought to declare it the inaHenable 


right of American citizens to hit the flowing 
bowl on the Fourth of July, Thanksgiving 
day, Labor day, and New Year’s eve. He 
wished these and all other legal holidays 
made exceptions to the rule, thus allowing a 
man two ‘“souses’’ in addition to those 
which he might acquire on holidays and Still 
retain his matrimonial rights. 

To these amendments Representative John 
Poulton endeavored to add one making it 
permissible for a souse to be contracted 
legally on St. Patrick’s day. 

Mr. Hruby had forgotten to include March 
17 among the occasions on which it would 
be legal to lean up against the bar and con- 
verse with the gentleman in the white apron. 
Mr. Poulton desired to remedy the over- 
sight and the latter consented. 

Committee Is Not Favorable. 

It was conceded that these amendments 
would make it possible for a man to exercise 
hie constitutional privileges as often as any 
perfect gent would desire to, but never- 
theless the majority of the committeemen 
looked upon the attempted legislation as a 
blow at the Magna Charta, the declaration 
of independence, and the constitution both of 
these United States and the state of Illinois. 

It was finally decided that the existing sec- 
tions of the criminal code would take care of 
any person who overexercised his constitu- 
tional rights as a drunkard and the bill was 
reported out unfavorably.

KANSAS NATIONAL BANKERS 
ASK GUARANTY FUND PERMIT. 


State Governor and Other Officials Par- 
ticipate in ‘Washington Conference 
with Federal Attorney General. 


Washington, D. C., March 31.—Attorney 
General Wickersham today gave a hearing 
to the governor and other officials of Kansas 
on the right of national banks to participate 
in the benefits of the bank guaranty fund 
created by a recent law of that state. 

The Kansas bank deposit guarantee, it was 
said, contained provisions limiting liability 
which do not exist in the Oklahoma law, the 
terms of which Attorney General Bonaparte 
decided could not be legally accepted by na- 
tional banks. 

The Kansas law, sald the state’s advocates, 
was to all intents and purposes a mutual in- 
surance agreement, and if national banks are 
prevented from insuring their own depositors 
they should also be prevented from insuring 
their bank buildings or other property. 

Controller Murray takes an opposite view. 
In reply to the statement that an adverse 
ruling on the question involved would force 
the national banks of Kansas to surrender 
their charters and go into the state system, 
Controller Murray states that the facts as 
to the operation of the Oklahoma law prove 
the contrary.

IN IRON AND STEEL 
Indicate Last Stage in Indus- 


try’s Readjustment 
Generally. 


SMALL FORCES AT WORK.

Lower Prices Expected to Stim- 


ulate Demand, with Attend- 
ant Benefits. 


New York, March 31.—[Special.}]—Dispatch- 
‘es from iron and steel manufacturing cen- 
ters, reporting wage cuts in many branches, 
indicate, according to trade authorities, the 
last stage of the readjustment of the industry , 
now well under way. 

A most important cut was made by the 
Jones & Laughlin company, the largest in- 
dependent steel company in the country. It 
goes into effect tomorrow, and, while the 
amount is not announced, it is anticipated it 
will be from 10 to 20 per cent, and apply to 
all but tonnage men. 8 

The announcement reported to have been 
made by the company attributes the reduc- 
tion to depression in business, due to fear 
of reduction in the tariff. 

About 2.000 men are affected, and. as in 
normal times the concern employes about 
5.000, it is inferred that the plant has been 
operating at rather less than half capacity. 


Furnace Wages Cut Also. 

Other cuts announced are by the Shenango 
Furnace company; which takes 10 per cent 
af the pay of its 600 employés, and by W. P. 
Snyder & Co., the largest independent fur- 
nacemen in the valley region, who reduce 
their laborers from $1.65 to $1.40 a day. 

The Republic Iron and Steel company, 
which announced a 10 per cent wage cut for 
its 12,000 employés a week ago, will put its 
new schedule into effect tomorrow.

Wage reductions, together with in- 
creased tonnage developed by price reduc- 
tions, promise sp¢edy im provement in the net 
earnings of most companies. 

As to price reductions, trade reporting 
agencies say while the market for finished 
material is utterly unsettled and uneven, it 
is not true that reductions have been as 
drastic as was rumored. 

Moreover, prices of raw material, notably 
pig iron, although showing a tendency to 
sag. are shading off slowly and with dif- 
ficulty. So far prices on these products have 
not gone appreciably below the low level of 
last year.

Gives Liabilities $1,594,000. 


SEQUEL TO KIERAN FAILURE

Pastor Was a Director in Fidelity 
Funding Company. 


Cleveland, O., March 81.—The Rev. William 
McMahon, pastor of St. Bridget's Catholic 
church, Ofeveland, and editor of the Catholic 
Universe, filed a voluntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy in the United States court today. .In 
the petition his total liabilities are stated to 
be 81.594.141, with assets aggregating 75,207, 
of which $71,300 is real estate. The secured 
claims amount to $946,925; unsecured claims, 
$871.207, and commercial paper, $185,918. 

Father McMahon ‘was a director of the 


‘Fidelity Funding company of New York, 


founded by P. J. Kieran, and which now is 


is the hands of receivers. Thus it came about 


that his name was signed to many of the pa- 
pers issued by the company. 

The petition enumerates many notes signed 
by Father McMahon. They are held mostly 
by New York, Pittsburg; and Cleveland 
banks. Among the larger secured claims 
cited are the following: Carnegie Trust com- 
pany, NewYork, $281,255; Guarantee Title and 
Trust company, Pittsburg, 8188. 000; Society, 
for Savings, Cleveland, 235.000; Third Na- 
tional bank of Buffalo, $3,200. 


Action Not a Surprise. 


The filing of the petition was not entirely 
a surprise either in financial circles here or 
to the parishioners of St. Bridget's, who had 
known for some time that the financial af- 
fairs of Father McMahon were in a badly 
entangled state owing to his connection with 
the Kleran enterprises. 

Late in 1905 Father McMahon came first 
into close contact with Kieran. The latter 
was then the. moving spirit in the Reliance 
Life Insurance company and the Fidelity 
Insurance company; both of which were 
operated from Buffalo. The priest borrowed 
a small amount of money in 1905 from 
Kieran, who is said to have offered him a 
lower rate of interest than that charged by 
other companies. 


Priest Friend of Keiran. 

The friendship between the priest and the 
financier grew to such an extent that the 
former signed or indorsed the notes which 
now are held against him and at the time of 
the failure of the Fidelity Funding company 
was one of the board of directors. 

It is announced authoritatively from a 
priest closely identified with the affairs of the 
Cleveland diocese that the liability set forth 
in the petition made by Father McMahon is 
personal and that the Catholic church prop- 
erty is not involved in a way that the churcb 
can lose.

The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul

The Cardiff company charged that the 
railway, in canceling its joint rates, caused 
the coal company to be the victim of dis- 
crimination in competition with other coal 
companies. This the railway denies, alleg- 
ing that it will not make a profit if the com- 
mission enforees its order. 


| Rates Canceled in 1906. 
The rallroad canceled its joint rates with 
other roade in 1906, maintaining only local 
rates. Some time later the Cardiff company 
instituted proceedings to force the rein- 
statement of the rates. On Feb. 25 the com- 
mission directed the railroad to put into 
effect joint rates on shipments to Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Iowa, Minnesota, North Dakota, 
South Dakota, and Nene effective on 
April 5. 
One-tenth of the Wan esthttöd business 
of the railroad is alleged to be the hauling 
of coal.

It differs from the charter convention bill 
in the matter of payment of members of the 
poard of education. Theodore W. Robin- 
gon, a member of the board, is chairman of 
the educational committee which framed the 
measure, but Mr. Robinson, who returned 

, from an eastern trip Tuesday, said last night 
See that he was not informed of the progress of 
| the bill in the legislative committee. 

The commercial club will, like the char- 
ter convention. measure, recommends the 
1 cutting down of the school board from twen- 
ty-one members to fifteen. President Otto 
C. Schneider said that one of the essential | 
differences is the salary proposition. The 
charter bill provides for the payment of 
school trustees at $2,000 a year, a proposi- 
tion. that does not meet with favor on the 
part of many Chicago educators. 


Schneider Gives His Views.. 


“Of the two measures I feel inclined to 
prefer the Commercial club's bill,” said 
President Schneider. The proposal to re- 
duce the board of education from twenty- 
one members to fifteen is a move in the right 
i direction, and if that number could be still 
i _ further reduced to five men, and then these 
men be given a salary, it would be almost 
ideal. If the board is to consist of fifteen 
members I should not recommend the pay- 
ment of any salaries.’ 

Do you think the proposal 4 pay salaries 
to members of the board should also include 
the president,“ was asked. 

. “If any salary should be paid to the presi- 
dent of the board of education it should be at 
Jeast $12,000 a year,“ replied Mr. Schneider. 
But I should be against any proposition 
to pay a salary to the president. It would 
change the present desirable status of 
things, and, for myself, I should not accept 
it. It would make a political plum of the 
office, where now, although there are many 
people who regard it otherwise, it is abso- 
lutely free from politics.“ 


Investigation Near End. 

The investigation into the prices charged

FIRE DRILIS COMPULSORY. 
Weekly Test. of Safety Apparatus Is 

Recommended by Commisston. 


New and radical measurés for the preven- 
tion and extinguishing of fires in school 
buildings are proposed in a report of a com- 
mission on the revision of the building code, 
which was made public yesterday. The body 
also made recommendations for compulsory 


fireproof construction in buildings in ‘the 
business district. 


The number of emergency exits . 


in assembly rooms is increased. Two such 
exits, at least three feet wide, in addition 
to the ordinary stairways, are required 
where 800 people are seated, and the number 
must be increased with the capacity. 

More . leniency is allowed in the use ot 
scenery in school assembly rooms: The 
present ordinance prohibits its use abso- 
lutely. The committee recommends the use 
— curtains and screens under limited condl- 

ons. 

Rigid inspection of fire escapes is required 
in both public and private schools. The en- 
gineers in public schools are to be required 
to make weekly tests of fire apparatus and 
fire escapes and to make formal written re- 
ports of ea test to the president of the 
board of cation and like reports to the 
fire marshal three times a year. 

Fire drills are to be required twice a 
month in both private and public schools, 
with written reports showing the time of 
the first alarm of fire and the time tne last 
person leaves the building. 

Greater precaution against fire will also 
de required in buildings used for mercantile 
purposes, All buildings of this class more 
than ninety feet high will have to be en- 
tirely of. fireproof construction. Lofts be- 
tween the ceilings of the top stories and the 
roof when of an average height of two feet 
will have to be accessible by a three foot 
stairway. 

All grain elevators also will have to be of 
fireproof construction. 

All buildings of wood floors arg to be lim- 
ited to four stories in height. 

The report of the-subcommittee will be 
approved, it is expected, by the general com- 
mittee, and then recommended by the coun- 
cll building committee for passage.

CITY AUTOS TO BE SOLD. 


Salary of Miss Valentine Smith 
as City Archivist Will 
Cease Today. 


Chief Shippy's police inspectors got busy 
yesterday tidying up their respective quar- 
ters of the city in preparation for unex- 
pected calls from Mayor Busse. The chief 
doesn't care to have the mayor catch any of 
them napping, as he did Capt. Max L. Danner 
of the East Chicago avenue station in the 
matter of repressing the exploits of disorder- 
ly women in the streets. 


The mayor had his eyes opened to condi-. 


tions in Danner’s precinct as he drove home 
from his office late Tuesday afternoon, and 
his observations bred the ‘suspicion that he 

might find a similar degree of police laxity in 
other parts of the city. The chief, after 
hearing a few decided opinions from the 
mayor in the matter, ordered his inspectors 
to clear disreputable women from the streets 
throughout the city. 


Mayor Busse Incensed. 

Mr. Busse was driving north in La Salle 
avenue, when in the vicinity of Chicago 
avenue he observed a@ashily dressed woman 
see a passing male pedestrian and attempt 
to lure him into a neighboring dwelling. The 
mayor was so incensed by the sight that he 
made inquiries and discovered that the in- 
cident was a common. one in the vicinity, 
where the police allow women of this stamp 
to ply their vocation with impunity. 

The mayor then promptly drove to the East 
Chicago avenue station and got into com- 
muniéation with Chief Shippy, who hurried 
to the station. According to an authoritative 
report, the mayor threatened to shake up the 
entire precinct force and send a new in- 
spector and captain to the north side unlees 
steps were taken to reform conditions. In- 
spector Backus immediately ordered a clean- 
up of the north side streets. 

Whether the mayor’s protest will have the 
desired effect remains to be seen. The resi- 
dents in La Salle avenue and Clark street. 
have been complaining for some time that 
the police paid absolutely no attention to the 
disreputable women in the streets. 


Will Dispense with Autos. 

The twelve automobiles‘in the city serv- 
ice will be dispensed with as soon as the 
council perfects arrangements for the sale 
of the machines and the contracting for au- 
tomobile service from some renting firm. The 
last appropriation for the suport of the 
municipal cars ended yesterday, but they 
will be retained until the new arrangement 
is made. 

Although the city of New York maintains 
200 automobiles for its various departments, 
Chicago has found the experiment too ex- 
pensive for further toleration. It was neces- 
sary to purchase one or two new cars each 
year and it cost $30,000 to maintain the ma- 
chines annually. It is estimated that the 
same service may be rented for not more 
than $15,000 a year. 

Bids now are being received for the pur- 
chase of the cars in a lot, the purchase price 
to be paid in service. 

The police and fire departments will retain 
one car each, but the other departments will 
relinquish theirs. Mayor Busse, like the 
other officials, will give up the car assigned 
to the mayor’s office. This will not be dif- 
cult to do, as he never used it. 


Another Item of Saving. 


Another item of saving that goes into 
effect today is the salary of Miss Valentine 
Smith, the city archivist, whose compen- 
sation was not appropriated for this year.

JUDGESHIPS AS PATRONAGE. 
The appointment of judges is not part of 
the patronage of the United States sen- 
ators. That is a ‘declaration credited to 
President Taft. It has a pleasing sound. 
The president believes that judicial ap- 
pointments should be free from political 


influences, As there are several positions 


in the federal courts to be filled soon this 
commendable announcement has much in- 
terest. | 

The president has had experience upon 
the bench. He made a splendid rec 
ord there. His ideals for the judiciary 
are partly due to the notions formed by 
him while he himself wore the ermine. 
He might have had a place wpon the Su- 
preme court bench had he so desired. 
His skill as an administrator was auch 
that his country needed hig services in 
other capacities. By sacrificing opportuni- 
ties which myst have made strong appeal 
to him he opened the way to the high 
place he now holds. 

That he intends to use his own knowl- 
edge of men in connection with judicial ap- 
pointments, and is not to be guided by 
considerations of patronage distribution, 
is gratifying. A political judge is not 
always of the highest type. The judiciary 
should be kept above politics and free 
from its contaminating influences. Pres- 
ident Taft has a chance tp add to the 
prestige of the federal courts by wise 
selections made from the point of view of 
a jurist. 


COTTON STOCKINGS. 
The value of the cotton hosiery manu- 
factured in the United States in 1907 was 
$50,000,000. The value of that imported 
was $7,000,000. Under existing laws the 
home manufacturers supply about 88 per 
cent of the domestic consumption. With 
stockings retailing at from 10 to 15 cents 
a pair they have a monopoly. None are 
imported now. The manufacturers ask 
for the higher duty in order that the 
stockings of foreign make retailing for 25 
cents a pair, which are the most impor- 
tant item of imports, may be kept out of 
the home market. Then they would sup- 
ply about all the cotton hosiery used ‘n 
the United States except the figest grades, 
which they have not attempted to make. 

An Illinois hosiery manufacturer, writ- 
ing to Tun TRI SUN, says the American 
manufacturer cannot compete with the 
German as regards the 25 cent stockings. 
Perhaps he cannot. There are others who 
can. They make and sell at a profit in 
spite of German competition stockings 
which retail at 25 cents a pair. They 
say it is impossible, amd yet they are do- 
ing it. They talk of the low wages paid 
in Germany and the high wages they 
have to pay. They are careful not to 
mention the greater productivity of well 
paid American labor as compared with 
underpaid German labor. Knitting ma- 
chines are run faster here than there. 
The difference between the labor cost of 
a pair of 25 cent stockings made in Ger- 
many and a pair made in Pennsylvania 
is less than the 5 and a fraction cents of 
duty paid on the German pair. The ho- 
siery industry needs no greater protection 
and should not have it. 

The Illinois manufacturer who has been 
referred to says that if the duty were 
raised 20 cents a dozen the price of 25 
cent stockings would not be affected—that 
the importer, wholesaler, and _ retailer 
would be satisfied with 20 cents less 
profit on a. dozen pair. In that event 
there would be no decline in importations 
and the American manufacturers would 
still have to contend with competition 
they allege they cannot meet. No; if the 
duty were put up the price of the m- 
ported 25 cent stockings would go up or 


| the quality go down. If any advance iu 


price were made the American manufac- 
turers would take prompt advantage by 
raising the price of the stockings they 
make which retail at 25 cents a pair. 

The hosiery manufactprers are eloquent 
about the additional work a higher duty 
would provide for American labor. They 
are silent about the tax which would be 
levied on American labor mainly for their 
benefit. 6

years, been one of the pioneers of aerial 
navigation, and the news of his father’s 
death and of his own succession to the earl- 
dom and to a seat in the house of lords, 
overtook him while he Was at Pau with the 
Wright brothers, witnessing their flying ma- 
chine experiments. 

The earl is a man of about 40 years of age 
and is quite the reverse of rich. The financial 
misfortunes of the house of Yorke, of which 
he is now the chief, which have resulted in 
the alienation of all the family estates and 
in the dispersal of the family treasures, have 
been partly due to agricultural depression 
and partly also to the extravagance of the 
fourth and fifth earls. ü 

The ancestral home, Wimpole Hall, in 
Cambridgeshire, with its superb double 
avenue of elms, three miles long, each tree 
being several centuries old, is now in the 
possession of Lord Clifden, who, according 
to the Yorke family, secured the place at 


quietly buying up the mortgages with which 
it was incumbered and then foreclosing. 

Lord Hardwicke is descended from Simon 
Yorke of Dover, who is described as a 
merchant and a person of good landed es- 
tates, and who died in 1672. His grandson, 
Philip Yorke, became lord chief justice of 
England and was raised to the peerage as 
Lord Hardwicke at the early age of 84, 
being promoted three years afterwards, at 
87, to the woolsack as lord high chancellor 
of England and to an earldom. The sixth 
earl died as under secretary of state for 
India in the Balfour administration and as 
a member of the stock broking firm of Basil 
Montgomery & Co. in London. He was 
also chief owner of the London Saturday 
Review, and on his demise was succeeded by 
his cousin, the earl who has died.

No western government shows a more pro- 
found concern on the subject of the educa- 
tion of its young people than that of Japan.

Prince Robert de Broglie, the descendant 
of Mme. de Stael, despite his unenviable 
record in the United States and his extraordi- 
nary adventures in the various capitals of 
Europe with the American woman (now 
abandoned) with whom he had contracted at 
Chicago a marriage which he knew perfectly 
well to be invalid in the eyes of French law. 
has made his peace with his family and 
appeared the other day as one of the chief 
mourners, together with his father and 
elder brothers, at the funeral of his sister- 
in-law, Princess Albert de Broglie, daughter 
of the Marquis d' Harcourt. 

The Duc de Luynes, chief of the household 
of the duke of Orleans, represented the 
Royalist party at the obsequies. occupied 
a prie dieu by himself, and immediately be- 
- hind him were the royel dukes of Chartres 
and of Penthievre (the latter a graduate of 
Annapolis), and also the Comte d' Eu. In 
fact, there was an immense gathering of the 
great world of Paris. 

None of the. mourners took exception to 
Robert de Brogiie’s presence. Yet barely 
two years have elapsed since his expulsion 
by the police from several of the capitals of 
Europe, owing to his attempt to exploit his 
historic name and title by acting as con- 
ductor and impresario to Estelle Alexander 
on the stage of more or less reputable cafés 
chantants and music halls. At Rome he 
found a manager willing to rent a theater 
for his appearance with the singer. And 
although the house was crowded, yet both 
she and Robert de Broglie were Hterally 
driven from the stage by the hisses and 
jeers of an audience composed almost ex- 
clusively of members of the Roman aris- 
tocracy, who had assembled in order to mani- 
fest .their indignation at the way in which 
one of their caste was endeavoring to turn 
the name of his family to a monetary ac- 
count, not by honest and artistic endeavors, 
but by mere scandal. 

Of the record of Robert de Broglie in this 
country the less said the better. It was 
enough to bring the blush of shame to the 
cheeks of any one of his relatives, or even 
of the order to wHich he belongs by birth. 

The present head of the De Broglie family 
is Maurice, Duke and Prince de Broglie, a 


now about 82 years of age. He has a little 
daughter and his next heir is his 16 year old 
brother, Prince Louis. After the latter 
comes Prince Amedee, married to Marie Say, 
daughter and heiress of the former sugar 
magnate, Henri Say, and Prince Amedee’s 
three sons—Herbert, who has just been 
widowed, Jacques. and the unsavory Rob- 
ert, whose first wife. now free, was the fasci- 
nating Baroness Madeleine Deslandes, the 
“Ossit’’ of French literature, and who, 
prior to marrying Robert de Broglie, had 
divorced Count Napoleon Fleury, son of 
Napoleon’s master of the horse.

‘French Theater. 

Tuesday afternoon and evening the French 
theater presented Pailleron’s “‘ La Souris” 
in Music hall. The comedy is of the finely 
finished, carefully polished variety, in which 
the master dramatists of France of the last 
century excelled, and which in our present 
realistic days impress as artificial. They are 
amusing, entertaining dramas, however, and 
that is much. The principal lesson to be 
learned from La Souris is probably that 
grown people are just so many naughty chil- 
dren, some of whom meet with their deserts, 
while others, MKe the pirate chief in the 
story books, reap as their reward the ad- 
miration and love of the fairest fair. That 
aristocratic matinée hero, the Marquis Her- 
man Devries de Simiers, retires to the quiet 
Hfe of Touraine after a lefigthy career of 
social piracy, blasé and haunted by the con- 
sciousness of being considered an “ old young 
man.“ He there proceeds to play havoc with 
the affections of no less than five. tender 
feminines, finally comforting the fifth. And 
this he does without turning a hair.

PiHars of Society. 

When Ibsen's Pillars of Society was 
given its initial production in Berlin in 1878, 
so great was the vogue immediately attained 
that within a fortnight the play was being 
given in five different theaters. Throughout 
the intervening yearsits popularity has never 
waned, insofar as the German stage Is con- 
cerned, but for some reason the piece has 
failed to win a permanent foothold with the 
English speaking theater public. 

In America it has been seen principally at 
the German theaters, and only on rare occa- 
sions elsewhere. Wilton Lackaye, appearing 
as Consul Bernick, gave a few performances 
in New York some seasons hack, and here in 
Chicago, the Hull house dramatic club pro- 
duced it some years ago. To Manager Than- 
douser is due the credit for the reintroduc- 
tion of the play to the local professional 
stage. for thie week his players are present- 
ing it at the Bush Temp theater. 

One reason which might be assigned for 
this comparative neglect is that its scenes 
depict life in an obscure, provincial Nor- 
wegian town, where conditions prevail which 
are not familiar to us, and, consequently, do 
not appeal as they do to the German theater- 
goer. Of course this is true of others of the 
Ibsen plays, but the people met in A Doll's 
House and Hedda Gabler are not so 
petty and commonplace as the types made 
known in Pillars of Society.’’ Then, again, 
qualities which characterize the later plays 
are lacking in this earlier effort. The story 
is complex for an Ibsen plot, and it is not 
told with the directness and simplicity which 
distinguish some of the plays which followed 
it. Also the employment of eighteen speak- 
ing characters tends toward a division of in- 
terest, and makes difficult the creation of liv- 
ing. speaking types. 

In the present revival the Lona Hessel of 
Miss Adelaide Keim dominates the scene, 
not because it was the dramatist’s in- 
tention that it should be so, but be- 
cause Miss Keim’s portrayal is authorita- 
tive, deft, and comprehensive. Lona has 
experienced the broadening influences of 
travel, and the years of struggle in Ameri- 
ca have shared likewise in bringing about 
the transformation in,her nature. In con- 
trast with the pettiness and narrowness of 
those around her, she stands apart and Miss 
Keim succeeds admirably in making her do 
so, On tha other hand Consul Bernick, the 
supposed pillar of his immediate social cir- 
cle, and the personage around whom the 
plot revolves, is sketched so indefinitely and 
vaguely by George Allison that the char- 
acter sinks to the dead level of the surround- 
ings. Bernick was an arch hypocrite and 
his life had been @ fabric of lies and when 
his past was about to be uncovered he was 
willing to become a desperate criminal, but 
Mr. Allison made him little more than an 
arrant coward.

| INTERESTING: TRADE GOSSIP ON CHANGE. 


In view of the small shipments estimated from 
the Argentine this week, a letter from one of 
the largest distributers of grain in London re- 
ceived yesterday and bearing on the question of 
supplies during the next few months is decidedly 
interesting. This authority, who is conversant 
with South American conditions, says the outlook 
in Argentina is worse than even the most pes- 
simistic of the early season advices, and states 
that shipments from now on will be small, as 
At u almos* impossible to buy wheat in the 


interior pointe in Argentina. There are no stocks 


to speak of in Europe, and a falling off in on 
passage and port stocks during April must be 
reckoned with, as no dependence can be placed on 
Russia as a wheat shipper. The Mediterranean 
countries continue to absorb a good deal of the 
current arrivals on the other side, and a revival 
of the export demand for United States wheats 
in the near future is regarded as a matter of neces- 
sity. In regard to corn the letter is as bearish 
as it is bullish on wheat. The Argentine crep 
is estimated at 50 per cent larger than a year 
ago, and every corn producing country is said 
to have plenty of stocks, with an outlook favoring 
a big acreage thie year. 


No. 2 red winter wheat sold at $1.40% at Kansas 
City yesterday, the highest price for that grade 
of red winter ever paid in the history of the 
Kansas City market. The lot was exceptionally 
choice wheat, but other sales were reported there 
at $1.87@1.40, and the whole market was 2c higher. 
No. 2 hard sold at $1.20 in Kansas City, and No. 
4 hard at $1.15. About three-fourths of the pres- 
ent stocks of wheat at the western Missouri mar- 
ket were said to be sold already or owned by the 
* millers t St. Louis reported a stiff demand 
at firm prices. Texas and Oklahoma, as well as 
western Kansas millers, were all anxious bidders 
for wheat, and all the reports were to the effect 
that supplies in the southwest were more nearly 
cleaned up than has been the case in years. In 
the local market there was a little inquiry for 
red winter wheat, and there was a sale from here 
at St. Louls equal to $1.20% here. The inquiry 
for hard winters was also a little better in this 


market. Minneapolis sold a round lot of velvet 
chaff wheat to Kansas City at $1.12. Local sales 
were about 50,000 bu. 0 

The Northwestern Miller's weekly trade sum- 


mary as received by Logan-Bryan said: The 


Minneapolis flour output last week increased 2,860 


bris. The quantity of flour turned out was 258,415 
bris, against 234,765 in 1908. This week a larger 
capacity is in motion and the output should be 
around 275.000 bris. Fair sales of flour were made 
by Minneapolis mills on Wednesday and Thursday 
of last week, but during the remainder of the week 
business was light. High wheat prices keep flour 
business out of the market. With light buying 
all over the country and light stocks of flour in the 
east at a low point, some millers are optimistic 
enough to believe that there will be good buying 
of spring wheat flour before another crop is har- 
vested. Orders on books are reported to be low, 
compared with other years at this time. Shipping 
directions are coming in fairly well. Export busi- 
ness is light.“

REVIEW OF THE METAL TRADES, 


Publication of Low Prices on Finished 
Materials Has Had a Depress- 
ing Effect. 


CLEVELAND, O., March 31.—The Iron 
Trade Review tomorrow will say: 

* Widespread and persistent publication of 
reports of low prices on finished materials, 
particularly steel bars and structural shapes, 
has had a depressing effect, but favorable 
news is not entirely lacking. The leading tin 
plate interest is now operating 94 per cent of 
its capacity, and there is more activity in 
the western gills of the steel corporation 
than at any time since the panic, all depart- 
- ments of the South Chicago works and Joliet 

being in operation, and also the bar mille 
at Bayview. Eastern reports of large in- 
creases in orders have, however, little foun- 
dation. . 

“The confidence of lake interests in fu- 
ture prosperity is shown in the decision of 
the Detroit Iron and Steel company, a Han- 
na interest, to erect a second blast furnace 
at Detroit, and in the letting of contracts by 
Corrigan, McKinney & Co. fot a new furnace 
at Cleveland. 

The Chicago City Railways company has 
placed a contract with the Lorain Steel com- 
pany for 22,000 tons of girder rails, and or- 
ders amounting to 20,000 tons of open hearth 
rails to be rolled at the Gary plant have been 
booked. The Pennsylvania Steel company 
hag taken an order for 4,500 tons of girder 
rails for the Milwaukee Light and Power 
company and others amounting to about 
18,000 tons.“ 

‘ Uncertainty as to Prices. 

NEW YORK, March 31.—[Special.J—The 
Iron Age tomorrow will say: 

One of the features is the uncertainty as 
to prices in some branches of the finished 
trade, brought about to some extent by the 
publication of rumors from irresponsible 
sources. They make buyers suspicious and 
encourage them to expect figures which at- 
tendant conditions make impossible. It is 
particularly the desire to contract for long 
delivery far into next year, which is objected 
to by the mills. The latter in many instances 
are willing to book business at present prices 
for delivery during the present calendar year, 
but are chary about going beyond that 
period. 

“The wire trade is beginning to feel the 
approach of the close of the spring trade 
so far as the mills are concerned. Ship- 
ments storehouse and mill continue 
heavy, but production is beginning to decline. 


“The leading interest which was operating a 


few weeks since at the rate of 85 per cent of 
capacity is now down to 75 per cent and a 
further gradual restriction is expected.“
